The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  and  of  the  Health 
Visitors  has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year.  Special 
attention  continues  to  be  paid  to  Eood  Inspection  and  the 
working  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
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The  arrangements  for  inspecting  vessels  from  Infected  I oits 
whilst  still  in  the  Roads  were  continued  as  in  previous  ) ears, 
but  owing  to  the  great  reduction  in  the  Baltic  trade,  no  vessels 
arrived  from  an  infected  port. 

I he  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  was  continued 
during  the  year.  No  Departments  were  temporarily  closed, 
but  177  children,  patients  and  contacts,  were  temporarily 
excluded  from  School  owing  to  infectious  disease.

The  number  of  births  registered  was  1,563,  giving  a Birth 
Rate  of  28.0  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
Birth  Rate  for  the  96  Great  Towns  was  26.2. 

Seventy  births,  being  4.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
were  registered  as  illegitimate,  a considerable  reduction  on  the 
usual  rate. 

MORTALITY  IN  1920. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 

was  709.  Of  these  42  were  Non-residents,  and  should  be 
deducted.  In  addition  27  Residents  died  outside  the  Borough, 
and  should  be  added.  This  gives  a net  total  of  694  and  a crude 
net  death-rate  of  12.5  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 
Applying  the  Registrar-General’s  figure  of  correction  to  this 
crude  death-ra^e  (i.e.  allowing  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  Borough  population  to  make  it  comparable  with  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole),  gives  a corrected  death-rate  of  10.87 
per  thousand.  This  is  1.6  below  the  corrected  death-rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  1.7  below  that  for  the  96  Great 
Towns)  of  which  Great  Yarmouth  is  one). 

This  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  calculated  according  to  the 
rules  laid  down  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  is  therefore  the 
official  one,  but  as  it  is  not  possible  to  estimate  the  post-war 
population  accurately,  it  connot  be  considered  a definite  rate. 
It  is  probably  above  the  true  one.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  deaths  from  all  these  diseases  show 
a decrease  except  Cancer.  These  matters  will  be  dealt  with 
more  fully  further  on  under  their  respective  headings. 

Ages  at  Death.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  18.1  pet  cent. 

occurred  in  infancy  (0-5)?  33  percent,  during 
school  age  (5.15),  35  ° Per  cent,  during  working  life 
and  the  remaining  43.6  per  cent,  in  old  age  (over  65). 

Infant  Ninety-nine  children  died  before  reaching 

Mortality.  the  age  of  12  months,  giving  an  infanti le  death- 
rate  of  63  per  1,000  births  registered,  being  39*4 
below  the  decennial  average.  I able  IV.  sets 
out  the  Infant  Deaths  from  stated  causes.  As  at  other  ages 
important  diseases  show  a decrease. 

During  the  year  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  worked 
smoothly.  This  Act  provides  that,  in  addition  to  registration, 
notification  has  to  be  sent  in  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
within  36  hours  of  birth.  It  is  still  found  that  a proportion  of 
births  are  not  notified  owing  to  ignorance  or  misunderstanding 
of  the  Act,  but  very  rarely  it  happens,  if  at  all,  that  the  require- 
ments have  been  wilfully  evaded.  During  the  year  62  per  cent, 
of  the  total  live-births  were  thus  notified,  in  addition  to  18 
still-births. 

Twenty-one  of  the  illegitimate  births  were  not  notified. 
With  twelve  exceptions,  in  three  of  which  an  uncertificated 
woman  attended,  all  the  births  attended  by  wid wives  were 
notified. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  paid  4,096  visits  to  the 
homes  of  1,938  infants  (of  whom  1,853  were  living).  Advice 
was  given  on  the  feeding  and  management  of  the  baby,  general 
hygiene  of  the  home  and  general  hygiene  of  the  mother.  The 
Visitors  also  had  leaflets  on  Infant  Feeding,  to  distribute  at 
their  discretion,  but  were  instructed  not  to  rely  on  them,  for  a

Only  four  tube  bottles  were  found  in  use,  in  every  case  the 
infant  being  illegitimate.

Work  o/  the  Health  Visitors . 


These  two  ladies  work  under  'the  Health  and  Education 
Committees.  During  the  afternoons  on  five  days  a week  their 
time  is  fully  occupied  as  a rule  with  assisting  in  the  routine 
inspection  of  the  children  on  school  premises.  During  the 
mornings  and  on  school  holidays,  and  on  occasional  afternoons 
when  one  of  them  can  be  spared  from  the  schools,  their  work 
consists  of  Home-visiting.  For  this  purpose  they  attend  every 
morning  at  the  Town  Flail,  to  report  on  the  previous  day’s 
work  and  to  receive  instructions  for  the  day.

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  in  children  under 
one  year  of  age  were  four,  being  15  per  cent,  of  the  average  for 
the  past  ten  years. 

THE  NOTIFIABLE  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES.  • 

There  was  one  death  from  Enteric  Fever  (a  Scotch  visitor 
who  arrived  ill),  none  from  Scarlet  Fever,  four  from  Diphthe- 
ria, and  none  from  Small  Pox.  This  number  is  30  per  cent, 
of  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Commencing  with  1 9 1 2,  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs  became  notifiable.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  were  65, 
being  equal  to  the  decennial  average. 

Tuberculosis  of  other  parts  than  the  lungs  became  notifiable 
from  February,  1913.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  were  11. 
This  total  of  76  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is  83  per  cent,  of  the 
decennial  average. 

In  15  cases  the  deaths  from  Consumption  occurred  in 
Public  Institutions. 

The  detailed  statistics  of  the  notifiable  diseases  are  more 
fully  considered  on  page  21  et  sea. 
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OTHER  DISEASES. 

Influenza. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  seven,  only 
one-fifth  of  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Cancer. 

This  disease  was  responsible  for  10.3  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  in  the  district,  and  for  14. 1 per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths 
occurring  over  25  years  of  age.

Respiratory  Diseases. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  (84)  was  76  per 
cent,  of  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 


GENERAL  REVIEW  OF  THE  DEATHS  OCCURRING 

IN  1920. 

The  outstanding  features  are  : — a decrease  on  the  ten-yearly 
rates  for  Enteric  Fever,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria,  'Tuberculosis,  Diarrhoeal  Diseases, 
Wasting  Diseases  of  Infants,  Influenza,  Respiratory  Diseases, 
and  Violence,  with  an  increase  for  Cancer. 

Unfortunately,  statistics  are  valueless  in  relation  to  deaths 
from  either  alcoholism  or  venereal  disease.  In  such  cases  it  is 
customary  for  the  resulting  disease  causing  death  to  be  given  on 
the  certificate  and  not  the  original  disease,  alcoholism,  syphilis 
or  gonorrhea.  In  the  same  way  insanity  is  rarely  given  as  a 


cause.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Sixty-three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  being  59 
per  cent,  of  the  average  number  for  the  past  ten  years.  As  is 
usual  when  the  number  of  cases  is  low,  the  disease  was  of  a 
mild  type. 

In  all  cases,  contacts  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  excluded 
from  school  for  a fortnight  during  which  period  they  were 
visited  at  least  twice  and  as  many  times  thereafter  as  might  be 
necessary.

Diphtheria. 

Seventy-six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year,  being  74  per  cent,  of  the  average  number  for  the  previous 
ten  years. 

Most  of  the  cases  nursed  at  home,  and  all  who  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  were  examined  bacteriologically 
to  confirm  the  diagnosis,  and  in  addition  before  discharge  from 
isolation.  No  diphtheria  patient  was  discharged  from  the 
Isolation  Hospital  until  three  successive  swabs  had  shown 
absence  of  diphtheria  bacilli.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  all 
contacts  of  school  age  were  bacteriologically  examined  before 
being  permitted  to  attend  school,  and  adult  contacts  before 
going  to  work  connected  with  food  or  clothing  or  other  special 
circumstances.

THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  the  exception  of  24,  all  the  Dwelling  Houses  in  the 
Borough  are  supplied  from  the  Companies  mains.  Samples  of 
the  public  supply  are  examined  monthly,  both  chemically  and 
bacteriologically,  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  quarterly  by  Mr. 
Muter  for  the  Town  Council,  and  are  of  uniform  good  quality. 
The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Ormesby  Broad  and  the  River 
Bure,  and  after  sand  filtration  is  pumped  into  the  mains. 

There  are  still  twenty-four  wells  remaining  in  the  Borough. 
Many  of  these  are  without  doubt  liable  to  pollution  at  times, 
but  unless  the  sample  for  analysis  happens  to  be  taken  at  one 
of  those  times  they  cannot  be  dealt  with. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  IN  DWELLING 

HOUSES. 

There  are  about  16, OOO  W.C’s,  100°  privies  and  90  ashpits 
in  the  Borough.  Most  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  portable 
covered  galvanised  iron  dust  bins.  The  house  refuse  is  collected 
twice  weekly  from  private  houses  and  daily  during  the  visiting 
season  from  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses.  The  refuse  is 
destroyed  at  the  destructor,  three  steam  waggons  and  ten  carts 
are  employed  for  its  removal.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. — There  is  little  to  add  to  reports 
in  former  years.  The  48  houses  now  completed  by  the  Corporation 
have  to  some  extent  relieved  the  shortage,  private  enterprise  is 
beginning  again  and  it  is  becoming  apparant  that  much  less  than  the 
originally  contemplated  number  of  new  houses  will  be  required.  In 
this  connection  the  result  of  this  year’s  Census  will  be  of  the  greatest 
value. 

Overcrowding  was  found  and  abated  in  16  cases,  the  cause  being 
the  usual  one  of  large  families  who  have  difficulty  in  affording  sufficient 
accommodation,  and  a few  cases  of  Scotch  fisher  girls  who  moved  into 
more  rooms  when  requested. 

Unfitness  of  houses  is  in  general  due  to  dilapidations  through  old 
age.  The  great  difficulty  during  the  year  is  dealing  with  the  cases  has 
been  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials,  necessitating  giving  the  land- 
lords more  time  than  is  usual.

The  usual  supervision  is  exercised  by  your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  with  respect  to  food  exposed  for  sale,  or  in  preparation 
for  human  consumption  in  the  Borough,  which  includes  frequent 
inspections  to  slaughter-houses,  butchers’  shops,  hsh  and  poultry 
shops,  greengrocers’  and  grocers’  shops,  market  stalls  and  other 
places  where  foods  are  sold,  etc.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know' that 
the  various  tradesmen,  and  more  especially  the  butchers  in  the 
Borough,  have  accorded  him  ever}'  facility,  and  readily  carried 
out  his  instructions  and  advice  with  regard  to  unsound,  unwhole- 
some, or  diseased  food,  so  that,  although  there  is  no  public 
abattoir,  nearly  every  carcase  is  inspected  at  the  time  of  or 
immediately  after  slaughter.

DRAIN  TESTING. 


During  the  year  677  complaints  have  been  received  from 
householders  and  others,  respecting  the  conditions  of  the  drains 
and  sanitary  fittings  of  houses  and  other  premises  ; an 
examination  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  was  made  in  every 
instance,  and,  if  necessary  the  smoke  test  was  applied  to  the 
drains.  This  resulted  in  the  detection  of  59  defective  drains, 
also  many  other  nuisances.  The  necessary  notices  were  served 
in  the  usual  course,  and  in  every  instance  the  terms  of  the 
notices  were  complied  with.  The  drains  were  also  tested  at 
all  houses  where  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever  or 
Diphtheria  had  occurred. 

The  total  number  of  drain  tests  made  during  the  year  was 
132,  and  the  number  of  defects  found  was  63.  Particulars  as  to

and  handbills  were  distributed  on  board  the  fishing  craft  coming 
south  for  the  Autumn  fishing,  drawing  attention  to  the  above 
offence,  and  many  masters  and  engineers  of  vessels  were 
cautioned  personally  by  the  Inspector. 

SICKNESS  IN  THE  PORT. 

British  Ketch  “ Alexandra,’'  two  men  reported  sick,  Doctor 
notified  them  suffering  from  Fonsilitis. 

French  Steam  Trawler  “ Lillors,”  twro  men  killed  and  two 
men  injured  from  boiler  explosion  at  sea,  removed  to  General 
Hospital. 

Steam  Drifter  “ T.H.F.,”  two  men  reported  sick,  removed 
to  General  Hospital,  Intestinal  Catarrh. 

Steam  Drifter  “ Rose  Valley,”  Master  with  crushed  hand, 
General  Hospital. 

S.S.  “James  Pennant,”  Captain  sick,  reported  bv  Doctor 
suffering  from  Influenza. 

Steam  Drifter  “ Excel,”  one  of  the  crew  removed  to  Hos- 
pital with  Diphtheria. 

Norwegian  S.S.  “ Patent,”  one  of  the  crew  reported  sick, 
notified  by  Doct  r as  suffering  from  Pleurisy,  removed  to 
General  Hospital. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

Mr.  Spinks  submits  his  Annual  Report  on  the  work  done  by 
him  as  Inspector  under  the  Canal  Boats  AcG,  1877  and  1884, 
and  Shops  Acts,  1912,  1913,  1914,  for  the  Great  Yarmouth 
Urban  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  year  1920. 

“ During  the  year  41  boats  were  inspected,  and  these,  with- 
out exception,  were  found  to  be  very  clean  and  well  kept,  and 
in  no  case  were  there  females  or  children  permanently  residing 
on  board.

On  one  boat  the  registration  markings  were  not  shown. 
On  one  vessel  there  was  an  insufficient  provision  for  storage  of 
fresh  water,  whilst  two  required  cleansing  and  re-painting. 
Upon  my  acquainting  the  owners  of  the  craft  of  these  matters, 
the  registration  plates  were  duly  provided  and  affixed,  also  a 
water  bottle  was  provided  and  the  necessary  works  executed. 
These  were  the  only  defects  discovered  by  me  during  this  year, 
the  boats  in  my  district  being  still  excellently  maintained. 

There  has  again  been  no  case  of  sickness  on  board  a Canal 
Boat  during  the  year. 

REGISTRATION  MATTERS. 

Fifty-eight  boats  have  been  registered  by  this  Authority, 
but  from  enquiries  made,  I have  ascertained  that  only  thirty  of 
these  boats  are  now  in  use  as  Canal  Boats. 

On  three  boats  inspected,  the  Master  had  not  a cop)’  of  the 
Certificates  on  board. 

I here  were  no  fresh  registrations  during  the  year,  most  of 
the  boats  in  this  district  now  registering  under  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Act. 

SHOP  ACTS,  1912  and  1914. 

During  the  year  308  inspections  of  shops  and  stores  were 
made  by  me  under  the  above  Acts,  and  many  irregularities,  i.e. 
failing  to  a ffix  necessary  notices,  etc.,  were  attended  to  on  my 
intervention,  no  prosecutions  being  instituted. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1913. 

In  the  course  of  my  inspections  I have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  that  any  shop  keeper  has  availed  himself  of  the 
special  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1913.  Although  several 
shop-keepers  enquired  as  to  the  details  of  this  Act,  it  is 
apparently  unsuitable  to  local  requirements. 

EXEMPTIONS. 

The  “ Holiday  Resort  ” exemption  (under  section  1 1 of 
the  Act)  was  again  granted  to  the  whole  Borough,  to  operate 
during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September,  and 
the  exceptions  granted  to  specified  trades  (on  their  application) 
under  Section  4,  Sub  section  4 of  the  Act,  in  order  to  cope  with 
the  extra  business  of  the  Autumn  fishing  season, 
operation.” 
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
